The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
system for connecting a plurality of electronic mail systems, each 
of which transmit originated information from an originating 
processor to a destination processor, comprising an interface 
switch, coupled to each of the plurality of electronic mail 
systems, for receiving the originated from the originating 
^processor in one of the electronic mail systems for transmission 
^jto the destination processor in another of the electronic mail 
'% systems and an RF information transmission network for 
^transmitting the originated information from the interface switch 
~ to the destination processor by RF transmission, and wherein each 
ylof the- plurality of electronic mail systems transmits other 
□information from its originating processors to its destination

transmission network.

address. This information is collectively an identification of

message which is typically a short reference as to the subject 
Guatter of the text or message that follows. Finally, a message 
; lbr message text must be entered which is the information inputted 
firjoy the person or machine which is originating the message at the 
□originating processor.
